REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
amendments to claims 2 and 12 adequately render them definite and distinguish over 
the prior art, for the reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed on 1 7 August 201 0. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patent 4,325,223 to Cantley teaches a multiple compressor 
system in which system pressure is monitored relative to a set point, and in which a 
control system gives various control orders to maintain efficient operation (see abstract 
and col. 13, In. 33-56). Cantley does not teach the control order scoring system 
required by claim 1 of the instant application.
